1907. 

2. In the Territorial Army Rules, 1948, after rule 20-A, the following rule shall 
be inserted, namely:— 

"20~B Post-Commission Training for officers appointed to Departmental 
Units — . Every officer commissioned In the Territorial Army and 
appointed to a departmental unit, that is to say, railway engineer 
groups, port and Inland water transport companies, or communication 
zone signal companies (Posts and Telegraphs), shall be liable, for the 
purpose of undergoing post-commission training, to be embodied under 
the orders of the Officer Commanding the Area In which the unit is 
located, for a continuous period not exceeding seventy five days, with- 
in a period of four years from the date of being commissioned, in 
addition to the training prescribed by rules 19 and 20.’’

(ii) under the heading “Enrolment for Army Service and Reserve Service”, 

in the first paragraph, for the words “for a further period in Reserve 

Service sufficient to complete a total period of years service”, 

the words “for a further period of years in the Reserve 

Service or till the attainment of years of age, whichever 

is earlier” shall be substituted; and 

(b) in Form No- II — All Non-Combatants, Including Followers, after question 

5, the following question shall be inserted, namely: — 

"5A. What is your mother-tongue? 5A ”

S.R.O. 387 — The fo” owing draft of certain rules further to amend the Military 
Lands and Cinior.'ro'iis S<!\ioo (Class I and Class II) Rules, 1951, which the 
Central Government proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred by sub- 
section (1) read with clause (cc) of sub-section (2) of section 280 of the Canton- 
ments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), is hereby published as required by the said sub-section 
(1) for the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice is 
hereby given that the said draft will be taken into consideration on or after the 
16th January 1968. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be ' received from any person with 
respect to the said draft before the aforesaid date will be considered by the Central 
Government.

1. These rules may be called the Military Lands and Cantonments Service 
(Class I and Class II) Third Amendment Rules, 1967. 

• 2. In the Military Lands and Cantonments Service (Class I and Class) Rules, 
1951,— 

(i) In rule 5, — 

(a) to sub-rule (a), the following proviso shall be added, namely: — 

“Provided that— (i) for a period of five years commencing from the 29th 
January, 1966. 25 per cent of the permanent vacancies to be filled by 
direct recruitment in any year shall be reserved for being filled in 
by the Emergency Commissioned Officers and Short Service Regular 
Commissioned Officers o£ the Armed Forces of the Union who were 
commissioned on or after the 1st November, 1962. and, who are 
released at any time thereafter, 

(ii) where in any year any vacancies reserved for the Emergency Commissioned 
Officers and the Short Service Commissioned Officers of the Armed Forces of the 
Union under sub-paragraph (i) remain unfilled for want of suitable Emergency 
Commissioned Officers and Short Service Commissioned Officers, such vacancias 
may be treated as unreserved and filled in the normal manner of direct recruit- 
ment; 

(iii) where in any year any vacancies reserved for Emergency Commissioned 
Officers and Short Service Commissioned Officers of the Armed Forces of the Union 
have been filled in by recruitment of other persons under sub-paragraph (ii), the 
number of such reserved vacancies shall be carried forward to the next succeeding 
year, but no such vacancy shall be carried forward for more than four years; 
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(iv) notwi thstanding anything contained in this rule, the total number of 
vacancies reserved for the Emergency Commissioned Officers and the Short Service 
TV gnW Commissioned Officers of the Armed Forces of the Union and the Schedul- 
ed Castes and the Scheduled Tribes shall not exceed, in any year, 45 per cent of 
the total number of permanent vacancies to be filled by direct recruitment in the 
year.”. 

(b) to sub-rule (b), the following proviso shall be added, namely: — 

“Provided that (i) for a period of five years commencing from the 29th 
January 1966, 30 per cent of the permanent vacancies to be filled 
by direct recruitment in any year shall be reserved for being filled 
in by the Emergency Commissioned Officers of the Armed Forces 
of the Union who were Commissioned on or after the 1st November, 
1962, and who were released at any time thereafter. 

(ii) where in any year any vacancies reserved for the Emergency Commis- 
sioned Officers and Short Service Commissioned Officers of the Armed Forces of 
the Union under sub-paragraph (i) remain unfilled for want of suitable Emergen- 
cy Commissioned Officers and Short Service Commissioned Officers, such vacancies 
may be treated as unreserved and filled in the normal manner of direct recruit- 
ment, 

(iii) where in any year any vacancies reserved for Emergency Commissioned 
Officers and Short Service Commissioned Officers of the Armed Forces of the Union 
have been filled in by the recruitment of other persons under sub-paragraph (ii), 
the number of such reserved vacancies shall be carried forward to the next succeed- 
ing year, but no such vacancy shall be carried forward for more than four years, 

(iv) notwithstanding anything contained in this rule, the total number of vacan- 
cies reserved for the Emergency Commissioned Officers and the Short Service 
Regular Commissioned Officers of the Armed Forces of the Union and the Schedul- 
ed Castes and the Scheduled Tribe, shall not exceed, in any year, 50 per cent of 
the total number of permanent vacancies to be filled by direct recruitment in that 
year. 

(2) Rule 6 shall be renumbered as sub-rule (1) thereof and after that sub-rule 
as so renumbered, the following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely: — 

“(2) The method of recruitment, age limit and other matters including 
matters connected with the fixation of seniority and pay of the released 
Emergency Commissioned Officers and Short Service Regular Commis- 
sioned Officers in Class I and Class II Cadres of the Service shall be 
regulated in accordance with the provisions of rules 4 and 5 of the 
Demobilised Emergency Commissioned Officers and Short Service 
Regular Commissioned Officers of the Armed Forces of the Union 
(Reservation of vacancies in the Central Civil Services and posts Class 
1 and Class II (Non-Technical), Rules 1966, published with the Noti- 
fication of the Government of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs 
No. GSR 100, dated the 5th July, 1966 or the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time in this behalf.”
